STRIKE BROKEN

Frank J. Curry, the St. Louis strike- 
breaker now in command of the nonunion 
forces combatting the teamsters’ strike in 
‘Chicago. arrived in St. Louis Wednesday 
morning on a hurried trip, it being his in- 
tention to return to Chicago Thursday. 

Curry was seen in an office at 2 down- 
town building by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
and talked freely of the Chicago situation. 
Beyond an inflamed eye his face pears no 
traces of the slugging which he receivod at 
the hands of a striker, although ‘ife in- 
juries then received put him out of the fight 
for several days. 

He is a tall and very athletic 
smooth-faced, with quiet blue-gray 
whose apparent calmness is somewaat cun- 
tradicted by his vigorous way of spenking. 
He was dressed in a natty gray summer 
coat and trousers, a fancy vest, wore @a 
giamond stud in his shirtfront, a diamond 
ring on his left hand, a turndown cvliar and 
plain black tie. ;

His Experiences. 

“This is the bitterest and most danger- 
ous strike I have ever fought, and | have 
fought some pretty tough ones. My first 
experience as a strike-breaker was in the 
Milwaukee street car strike of 189. Then 
came in succession my services in the 
Duluth, Minn., and Wheeling, W. Va. 
street. car strikes of 1899,t ne St. Louis 
atrect car strikes of 1899, the St. Louis 
car strike of 1903, and the Lilinois Steel Co, 
strike in Chicago that same year. Every 
fight was won by the employers. The ony 
one that compared with the present strike 
in bifterhess was the street car strike of 

in Chicago, and then only for about 
two davs during its course. 

‘“T get from $3000 to $25,000 for my services 
in each strike, according to its magn'tude 
and the number of men employed as 
strike-breakers. I am paid a commission 
of sO much per day for each man under 
my orders. It is my intention at the con- 
clusion of this strike. if there seem to be 
no labor troubles brewing elsewhere in 
this country. to take my wife and baby 
to Europe for a little holiday of travel and 
recreation. sf 

“Tl am in constant lonx-distance telephone 
communication with Chicago today and 
kidyw exactivy what is going on there. I 
have ten lieutenants and they know what 
I expect them to do during my absence. 

“T was struck in the face with a brick, 
not smashed: by oa. striker’s fist as the 
Newspapers first had it. It was a pretty 
Bevere blow, and knocked mn» out tempo- 
arily, but I am al! right now.

“There have beén many exciting incidents 
during this strike, and our drivers and oth- 
er strikebredkers have been in constant 
peril. When I send men out on a wagon I 
tell them they needn't come back unless 
they can bring the wagon back with them, 
end this means that they must defend the 


wagon with their lives if necessary. 

“While the strike was at its hottest I 
Sent out a certain wagon with these in- 
structions, ‘The men were attacked by the 
strikers and their wagon taken away from 
them. The driger, a man named Muthill, 
followed my instructions literaily, at first, 
about not coming back without his wagon. 
He was os 4 frightened and when he es- 
caped from the strikers he boarded a Chi- 
street car, the conductor of which 
asked him if he wanted a transfer. 

“Certainly,” said Mulhall.

Squad of Police Clears Path on 
Broadway for Carriages to 
Pass Through.

The funeral of “Bill” Rudolph, executed 
Monday at Union, Mo., for the murder of 
Pinkerton Detective Schumacher, took 
Place at 2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
from the P. A. Schmitt Undertaking Co.'s 
‘establishment, 2209-13 South Broadway. 

Since its arrival in St. Louis, the body 
of Rudolph had lain in its casket in the 
Schmitt funeral parlor, a room 10x18 feet 
in size, and there were 15 or 20 persons 
present Wednesday afternoon when the 
Services began. The windows and doors 
of the apartment were kept closed, owilig 
to the presence of a morbid crowd on the 
Outside, and the room was oppressively 
warm, 

There were many floral offerings on the 
casket and surrounding it. Of these, a 
beautiful pillow of everlastings was from 
| Rudolph’s sisters, Nellie Rudolph Allen and 
Esther Rudolph. A cross of calla lilies 
and white carnations bore the card of “A 
Friend.’’ A holly wreath and wreath of 
roses were sent from Miss Armstead. A 
card bearing the inscription, ‘‘With the 
heartfelt sympathy of a friend,’’ accom- 
panied a floral design of white and pink 
carnations. Pink and white roses in a 
bouquet were the offering of a Miss His- 
sell, whose card was attached. Attorneys 
Finch and Garstang, Rudolph’s lawyers, 
sent a bouquet of roses and carnations, 
and a floral offering was also sent by 
Misses Bauer and Katie Houck. 

The mother and two sisters of Rudolph 
conducted themselves bravely while waiting 
in the funeral parlor throughout the fore- 
noon. Tears were in Mrs. Rudolph's eyes, 
but she kept them back as well as she 
could and maintained her composure. The 
Sisters Sat quietly together and but few 
words were spoken during the wait. All 
were dressed in black. 


Prayer by Undertaker. 


At 2 o'clock, Undertaker Schmitt, stand- 
ing beside the casket, said a prayer in 
Latin, and the caskét, which was of cloth- 
covered metal. bearing the two words, ‘‘At 
Rest,’’ on a silver plate, was borne to the 
waiting hearse by the follewing pallbear-

Despite the fact that secrecy had been 
observed as to the hour set for the funer- 
al,. Broadway, opposite the undertaking 
establishment and extending for a iengin 
of two blocks; was ‘thronged with men, 
women and children, the crowd numbering 
at least 1000 persons, and the greatest 
eagerness was maniiested to witness every 
detail of the funeral. A squad of 12 or 15 
policemen was kept busy holding the 
crowd back so that the funeral precession 
could have an unobstructed star. 

There were seven carriages accompanying 
the hearse. three in front and four foliow- 
ing. The three in front were for the Rev. 
Father Daniel J. McErlane and the pall- 
Learers. The four following the hearse 
were for the family and friends of Ru- 
dolph as folloWs: First carriage. Mrs. 
Mary Rudolph, the mother, and her hus- 
band, Frank Rudolph; the two sisters of 
tudolph, Nellie Rudolph Allen and Esiher 
Rudolph.

Some time ago T. P. Moxey, the 
expert accountant who is employed fre- 
quently to go over the vvvnts, discovered 
‘that young Stockwell had been ‘“‘swelling’’ 
the exchange charges in nearly all trans- 
actions so that it was possible gor him to 
put in his own pocket $10 or more each 
day.

“1 began saving uf,’ said he to the pres- 
ident and directors, ‘‘with the idea of get- 
ting $1000, which I intended to return to 
the bank to show how it was possible for 
a man to steal from it in my position. 
When I got $1000 I thought I'd make it 
twice that sum. I have taken $1750—no 
more.”’ 

Stockwell’s explanation is said to be the 
most remarkable ever }istened to as an ex- 
cuse for embezzlement. 


_ Spoils Bright Career, 

“If the young man had gambled, gone to 
the races, had a sweetheart or done any of 
the many foolish things that young men 
may do,’ said President Downing, ‘I might 
find it in my heart to excuse his offense. 
But here is a man who steals and saves 
what he has taken. It is too bad, right at 
the beginning of his career. There was 
not a clerk in the bank who was quicker 
or More accurate than Stockwell.”’ 

Stockwell is only about 21 years old. He 
is a son of Charles W. Stockwell. a hack 
driver. After he had been graduated from 
High School, he became a messenger for 
the New England National Bank. He had 
mo bad ‘habits, was always attentive to 
duty and soon gained the confidence of his 
employers. A year or so ago he was made 
mail teller, in which position he handled 
practically all the bank’s letters.

Appropriations Bill Passes by 
Vote of 18 to 9, Republi- 
cans Opposing. 


As a result of the passage of the appro- 
priation bill by the House of Délegates 
Tuesday night, 3500 city employes who have 
not been paid since April 1 will receive their 
salaries Friday or Monday. Brie 

The bill, which had already passed the 
Council, is now before Acting Mayof For- 
man for his signature. 

The House of Delegates passed the bill 
by a vote of 18 to 9. The nine Republicans 
lined. up solidly against the bill. Delegate 
Isaac Conran voted with the Republicans 
to have the bill laid over until Friday. 
When this motion was lost Speaker Mee- 
han ordered the roll called on the passage 


Delegate Witthoefft contended that a 
two-thirds vote was necessary to pass a 
general appropriation bill. He was sup- 
ported in this contention by the other Re- 
publicans. Speaker Meehan said that he 
had been assured by City Counselor Bates 
that a majority was sufficient to pass the 


bill. 

Delegate Weeke demanded information 
regarding the appropriation for the col- 
lection and disposition of the city’s gar- 
bage. He said he had figures to pr@ve that 
it was going to cost the city about $80,000 
more than ever before for this item this 
year. The general appropriation bill sets 
aside the sum of $177,000 for the collection 
and $99.000 for the disposal of the rarbage. 

“Besides this amount, however,” said 
Delegate Williams, ‘‘there is a bill pending 
appropriating $50.000 for the collecilon and 
disposa] of dead animals. This v us for- 
merly done by the contractors when the 
city got the whole job complete for some- 
thing like $82,000 less than it is going to 
cost during the coming fiscal year.” . 

“A little explanation will- enlighten you 
and the taxpayers about this matter,’ re- 
plied Delegate O’Brien. “About $65,000 of 
the $99,000 set aside for the disposal of gar- 
bage will be used in permanent improve- 
ments, such as the purchase of Chesley 
island, and the construction of docks, land- 
ings gnd the acquirement of steamboats 
and scows. Then again over $21,000 of the 


$177,000 appropriated for the collection wil] 
go towards the purchase of the garbage 
stable property, which the city is purchas- 
ing on the installment plan. Besides, it. 
must- be remembered that the city is col- 
lecting the garbage better now than it 
ever was done before, making daily coNec- 
tions and has many more wagons in 
service.’

French Admiral at Saigon Con- 
firms Report of Junction Be- 
tween Rojestvensky and Nebog- 
atoff and Departure From Coast 


TWO OF OZAR’S CRUISERS 
ARRIVE AT VLADIVOSTOK 


Almaz and Jemtchug Reported to 
Have Eluded Japanese and 
Reached Siberian Port—Main 
Squadron’s Destination Un- 
known. 


PARIS. May 10.—The Russian fleets un- 
der Admirals Rojesivensky and Neboga- 
toff have joined and sailed from Vanfong 
Bay for the North. ; 

Such is the purport of a message from 
Admiral De Jonquieres, French naval com- 
mander at Saigon, The news is considered 
official and goes far to avert apprehension 
concerning serious trouble over the ques- 
tion of neutrality. 

From St. Petersburg comes a report that 
-he Russian cruisers Almaz and Jemt- 
chug, of Admiral Voelkersam’s division 
of Rojestvensky'’s squadron, have evaded 
the Japanese and reached ‘Vladivostok. 

Concerning the destination of the main 
squadron nothing is known definitely. If 
two of the ships have reached Vladivostok 
it would appear that the Russian com- 
mander purposes a dash for the Siberian 
port. Whether he will be able, however, 
even if he wishes it, to avoid a Dattle 
is not so certain. 

Concerning Japanese charges that France 
committed a breach of neutrality by al- 
lowing the Russian fleet to coal near Sal- 
gon, the Marquis de Barthelemey, who 
operates the French commission there, 
says: 

“At the opening of the war the Russian 
government bought from the natives—not 
from France—a large tract of land on the 
Meking river, not far from Saigori. On it 
they: established a depot for coal, which 
was brought originally from Japan. 

“It was to this depot that Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky sent his colliers. No warships 
approached it. This was not a violation ol 
neutrality. France could not prevent Rus- 
sia from taking its own coal from its own 
land. 

“If the natives were at fault in selling 
the land to Russia, Japan should not have 
waited 15 months before pfrotesting.’’

GETS $27,000 OF 
EQUITABLE FUNDS 


— 


Plot to Borrow on Policy After 
Records Had Been Altered by 
Trusted Employe Disclosed by 
Arrest of Ex-Convict. 
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ACCOMPLICE IN THEFT 
IS NOT YET DISCOVERED. 


Caught When 
Scheme for Obtaining Insurance 
Money Was Repeated and Bank 
Demanded Identification. 


Special to the Post-Dispxtch. 

STROUDSBURG, Pa., May 10.—With the 
arrest here of William Daly, alias Samuel 
Lobly, alias half a dozen other names, was 
disclosed a most daring robbery. Daly is 
Gharged with the larceny of $27,000 from 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society. The 
prisoner is an old time forger, who has 
served in many prisons. 

William B. Cotton of Brookline, Mass., 
holds a $50,000 policy in the Equitable. In 
March, 14, he borrowed $27,000 on his pol- 
icy, which he pledged as security. It was 
locked up in the company’s vaults, where 
only a few persons could have reached it. 
In August of that year it was stolen, offi- 
cers of the Equitable say. The theft was 
hot discovered because it was committed 
by a trusted employ. 

The original entry of the loan was altered 
and Cotton's name was forged to a letter 
requesting a loan of $27,000. ‘As the record 
of the policy did not show that there was 
an outstanding loan, the second loan was 
allowed through the usual course. The 
policy was again put into the securities’ 
vault. 

The loan had been made to a man who, 
called himself Samuel Edwards, but the 
police say he was really Samuel Lobly. 
After the second loan on the policy Hd- 
wards and the employe tried to secure a 
third loan. The policy was again stolen, 
and Jan. 31, 190%, after the entries fn the 
books had been erased and altered, another 
application for a loan, forged in the name 
of the real policy-holder, Cotton, was made. 

The records again did not show an out- 
standing loan, and the third loan was also 
granted.

Warnings From Roosevelt ‘and 
Taft That Transportation 
Charges Must Be Curbed Offend 
Commerce Committeemen. 


UTTERANCES MAY FORCE 
MORTON FROM CABINET. 


President’s Expressed Determina- 
tion to Urge Rate Legislation 
Especially Unpleasant, It Is 
Said, to Secretary of the Navy. 


—_ 


WASHINGTON, May 10. — President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of War Taft, be- 
tween them, have stirred up a tremendous 
commotion by their openly expressed ad- 
vocacy of railroad rate legislation. 


| What the President said at Denver Mon- 


day night created a storm among the mem- 
bers of the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce. Last night Secretary Taft 
made a speech before the International 
Railroad Congress here which set the 
transportation men violently by the ears. 

Secretary of the Navy Morton, it is free- 
ly predicted, is so decidedly out of harmony 
with the administration's policy that he 
will soon retire from the Cabinet. 

The interstate commerce committeemen 
openly assert that they think the Presi- 
dent’s Denver utterances a studied effort 
to indorse the popular charge that the Sen- 
ate is preparing to smother any proposed 
legislation in the direction of an extension 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission's 
powers. 

The Republican senators discuss the 
speech with much heat. Their comment is 
that the President is not so well prepared 
as they to pass on the situation. They take 
the speech as a notice that Mr. Roosevelt 
means to brush the committee aside and 
impose his own will on the Senate. 

Secretary Taft's contribution to the dis- 
turbance took the form of a declaration, in 
a speech before the International’ Railroad 
Congress at the Hotel Willard l&st night, 
that rate legislation must come, and that 
the railroad men of the country, if they are 
wise, will aid and not hinder it. The coun- 
try’s sentiment is such, he added, that fail- 
ure of proper regulation will mean a cam- 
paign which will do the railroads little 
good. 

For a moment after Mr. Taft sat down 
dead silefce reigned. Then President Stuy- 
vesant Fish of the Railroad Congress and 
the Illinois Central Railroad Co. jumped to 
his feet and began an earnest address in 
support of the contention that present traf- 
fic regulations are amply sufficient. 

““May I have 15 minutes to reply?’’ asked 
Secretarv Taft. after Mr. Fish had finished. 

The secretary's request was promptly 
complied with, uwoon which the cabinet of- 
ficer made even more emphatic than before 
his position that a tribunal must be creat- 
ed with power to fix maximum rates.

The ex- 
amination was conducted in the society's 
board room, and Congressman Driscoll, Su- 
perintendent Hendrick’s legal adviser, as- 
sisted. 

Vice-President Hyde was closeted with 
Superintendent Hendricks and Representa- 
tive Driscoll today. He was accompanied 
by his counsel, Samuel Untermeyer. It is 
stated that Vice-President Tarbell’s exam- 


ination will follow. 

Justice MoLean, in the New York Su- 
preme Court today, denied the application 
of Herbert G. Tull of Philadelphia, a pol- 
icv- holder in the Eauitable Life Assurance 
Society, for an injunction restraining that 
society and the New York State Superin- 
dent of Insurance from proceeding further 
with the proposed amended charter of the 
Equitable, which was sent to the superin- 
tendent of insurance for his approval. The 
amended charter provides for the mutual- 
ization of the society.

ST. PETPRSBURG, May 10.—Reluctant 
as the officials are to admit the true state 
of affairs, each additional report from 
Zhitomir tends to show that the recent 
massacre of Jews there by orthodox Chris- 
tians (so called) was a second Kishineff. 

The censored report giving the list of 
killed as 12 and the wounded as 50, is re- 
garded here as an official joke. Private 
dispatches prove conclusively that there 
were at least 50 slain,eand that the number 
of wounded will go into the hundreds. 

Unlike Kishineff; however, the victims 
were not all Jews. Apparently confident of 
their strength and of their success in cow- 
ing the Jews, the Zhitomir Christians open- 
ly boasted of their intention to have a 
second Kishineff. The Jews heard and pre- 


pared. 


Jews Fight Stubbornly. 


When on May 7 the butcheries began, 
the orthodox Christians found the Jews 
prepared and to their great surprise were 
given a stubborn fight, the Hebrews 
though greatly outnumbered exchanging 
blow for biow in the face of unequal odds. 

The attack was madé as the Jews were 
going to their synagogue early in the 
morning. In an instant the Jews produced 
the weapons which they had conceaied and 


three of the streets were speedily filled 
with fighting, struggling crowds in which 
was difficult to distinguish friend from 

Or, 

The leaders of the attack had planned to 
drive the Jews to the center of the town 
and there externrinate them, and with this 
vbject in view several simultaneous on- 
slaught# were rade, but to the great as- 
tonishment of the crowd the Jews turned 
and fought, and by shooting down two of 
the leaders of the attacking party on the 
—— exchange of bullets disconcerted the 
mob. 

The Jews were at a disadvantage, being 
caught between two forces, but fought 
manfully in the hand to hand encounters 
which wound up the fray, and,in which 
scores were killed and injured 


Further Trouble Feared. 


The mob leaders have sworn to have the 
lives of two Jews for every Christian that 
fell. and there are grave fears of a re- 
sumption of the rioting. 

It is asserted that a fortnight before the 
disorders proclamations were spread call- 
ing on the Christians to beat the Jews. 
pag these proclamations were shown to 

e Mayor of Zhitomir the latter declared 
t em to be stupid and said there was no 
occasion for alarm 

At the Ministry of the Interior it is said 
that M. Bouligen sent urgent instructions 
the night of ay 8 to Zhitomir ordering 
the authorities there to protect the Jews 
and prevent disorders.

FYCHANGE FAVORS 
BATE REGULATION 
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Unanimous Opposition to Business 
Men’s League’s Stand Against 
Interstate Commerce Bill. 


RIVAL COMMITTEES NAMED 


— } 


Each Organization to Send: Mem- 
bers for Hearing in Washing- 
ton on Railroad Legislation. 


Before the adjournment of the Senate 
Committee, which is giving recess hear- 
‘ings on the House bill to vest the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission with power 
to decide as to the justice of railroad 
freight rates and fix rates where 
deemed necessary, at least two committees 
from St. Iouis business organizations will 
appear before it. 

These committees will opose each other. 

As told in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, one 
from the Business Men's League will op- 
pose the bill. Tuesday afternoon the Mer- 
chants’ *Exchange Executive Committee 
authorized the appointment of a committee 
to go to Washington and urge the passage 
of the bill. 


The friends and opponents in St. Louis 
of the bill, which is supported by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, agree on one point—that 
there ‘s much to find fault with in railroad 
rates as they at present affect St. Louis. 

But the opponents of the bill declare St. 
Louis will fare better if adjustment of 
these rates is left with the railroads, 
whereas the friends of the bill contend that 
the only chance for improvement is in plac- 
ing full power to control rates in the hands 
of a national commission. 

The meeting of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Executive Committee was presided over by 
President Otto L. Teichmann, who is also 
a vice-president of the Business Men's 
League, and led, with Schnurmacher, in 
opposition to placing that organization on 
record as opposing the rate regulation bill. 


Exchange Unanimous. 


Unlike the méeting of Tuesday evening, 

when the resolution introduced and sup- 
ported by Murray Carleton, was adopted 
by a vote of 18 to 14, after a long debate, 
the Merchants’ Exchange meeting was 
unanimous in favoring the bill. 
_ There was no opposition to the resolu- 
tion authorizing President Teichmann to 
&ppoint a committee of four to appear be- 
fore the Senate Committee and urge pass- 
age of the bill. The president appointed 
W. P. Kennett, T. R. Ballard. Edward De- 
pkg and George F. Powell as the commit- 
ee. : 

Mr. Devoy is a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Business Men’s League, 
chairman of its Committee on Commerce 
and Manufacturing, and a member of its 
Committees on Finance and Conventions 
and Entertaining.

ST. LOUIS’ GROWTH 
YEAR BUT 12,347 


That Is Estimate of Census Bu- 
-reau Director, Who Places 
Population at 636,978, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 10.—St. Louis 
has gained only 12,347 inhabitants during 
the past yeag according to estimutes just 
completed by Director North of the Census 
Bureau. 

The population of St. Louis at this time is 
estimated at 636,973, and it is given fourth 
place in the list of large cities, Tne popu- 
lation of St. Louis in 1904 is given at 
624,626. 

The estimates bring New York near the 
four-million mark and Chicago within 9200 
of the two-million mark.

The learned editorial writer 
who wrote the paragraph was betrayed into error by trusting to 
his usually accurate memory. The incident is interesting, for 
several reasons: 

1. It shows the value of accuracy. 
oceasionally goes astray. 

By means of the 
telephone, improved printing presses and processes and the 
rapid distribution of newspapers, made possible by new modes 
of conveyance, the error was corrected ‘in the next edition of

Every experi- 
enced journalist knows that accuracy is the supreme law of 
newspaper making.

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MR. CARNEGIE ON SUCCESS. 

In his latest book, “The Life,of James Watt,” Mr. Carnegie 
finds two sources of success—Scottish birth and poverty. If a 
man possesses both these blessings he cannot fail. 

Courtesy requires that we grant the virtue of Scottish birth, 
but is poverty always a stimulant? Mr. Carnegie dwells upon 
the “something in poverty that compels exertion” and contrasts 
it with “the usual effect of the heritage of milliondom upon the 
sons of millionaires.” 

There is something too much of this laudation of poverty 
by men who have escaped from it. A man stcceeds because suc- 
céss is in him. Conditions may alter the direction of his en- 
ergy and perhaps impart a specia] form to his success, but the 
man works from an inner impulse not from external coercion. 

Sidney Smith once puzzled the company by this conundrum: 
“Why do white sheep absorb more of the sun’s heat than black 
sheep?” After several learned hypotheses had been advanced 
and rejected he answered, “because there are more of them.” 

In like manner we may ask, “Why does success attend more 
frequently on the efforts of the poor man’s son than on the 


| 


rich man’s son?” Answer, “Because there is more of him.” 

Not all poor boys are ambitious and persevering; not all rich 
boys are idle and pleasure loving. In both classes there = 
aspiring spirits who are bound to succeed. Poverty does confer | 
an advantage at the start by saving the youth from sluggish- 
ness; but riches may offer opportunities never open to the 
poor. So far as success in life is concerned, there is not much 
to choose. Sidney Bmith’s great law prevails.

The President and the Congress will be panel 4 to know just 
where the business men of St. Louis stand upon thé question 
of empowering the Interstate Commerce Commission to regulate 
railroad rates. The Business Men’s League has decided against 
the President’s railroad regulating program and has authorized 
President Walbridge to send a committee of three to oppose it 
before the Senate; the ground of the League’s opposition is that 
a general disturbance of rates which would injure the trade of St. 
Louis would follow the proposed legislation. On the other hana, 
the Merchants’ Exchange has approved the President’s plan on 
the ground that it is necessary to enable shippers to get justice 
from the railroads.

THE PRESIDENT IN CHICAGO. 

The intelligence that “the authorities of Chicago are in a flut- 
ter of apprehension lest President Roosevelt be made the 
very center of a strikd riot” does not produce a favorable im- 
pression of their energy and efficiency. 

In consequence of this flutter of apprehension the: President 
will be escorted through the streets by three troops of United 
States cavalry, 50 secret service men will surround him, and 
whenever he stirs out of doors mounted police will accompany 
him. 

Such conditions excite no surprise when the Russian Czar 
rides in St. Petersburg or Warsaw. We are accustomed to 
think of possible violence under a government of “despotism 
tempered by assassination.” But it is new in America and 
we do not. like it. ' 

Chicago has been in an uproar for several weeks and the 


authorities appear to be unable or unwilling to enforce law and 
order. A private quarrel has been allowed to disturb the | 
peace of the city and breed public violence. The Mayor has | 
appeared in the role of diplomat to negotiate a peace between 
the parties to the quarrel, but events go to prove that he has 
not efficiently performed his functions as executive and keéper 
of the peace. 

Such a condition is un-American, disgraceful, abhorrent. If 
the President of the United States cannot travel without extraor- 
dinary precautions against violence we cannot claim superi- 
ority over Russia. A heavy responsibility rests upon the 
Mayor and Chief of Police of Chicago, They cannot escape the 
indignant censures of the entire country if the President’s 
visit is marred by any disagreeable incident growing out of the 
strike. And if violence in any degree is offered they will have 
to face public wrath untempered by any consideration for the 
difficulties of the situation. There is plenty of force to back 
up the law. Diplomatic caution will not be accepted as an 
excuse if it results in consequences which might have been 
averted by the energetic performance of executive duty.

“Who is she?” is about the first thing 
the visitor to the Greet performances asks 

‘What is her name?” 

“Hasn't she a remarkable voice?” 

“She has a Mrs. Pat Campbell profile!” 

“Doesn't her figure suggest Mrs. Lang: 


try ?’’ 

“Hasn't she a strong personality?’ 

‘‘Isn’t she delightful?” 

These are the things one hears every- 
where in the house, and curiosity at its 
best will not be denied. 

It is now very generally known in the 
eitv that the lady who gives such an ex- 
ulsite performance in the character of 
Sretymian. whose Viola in ‘Twelfth 
Night’ night made such a fine impression 
when the Greet season opened last week; 
whose Ophelia was the one artistic re- 
lief from the over-done performance of 
“Hamlet.” and whose Adriana was. 580 
much enjoyed last night. is Mrs. Constance 
Crawley, an English actress who has not 
only made a fine personal triumph here

Mrs, Crawley received me at the Grand 
Avenue Hotel vesterdav afternoon. She 
wore no unbecoming red wig, as she does 
as Beatrice, but was decidedly fine-lookin 
in her own dark hair. A typical English 
lady she is tall, slender, long-faced and 
distinguished-looking in the way cf English 
women of the better class. She is in- 
deed a pretty woman, with eyes that sug- 
est in their lustrous depths something of 
he appeal of the eyes of Viola Allen: with 
a graciousness of manner like to that of 
Miss Marlowe, and a gift ‘ 

for good-natured 
conversation that makes an hour speed 
like a pleasant ten minutes. 


Prefers Modern Productions. 

I expressed my surprise that an actress 
of her exceptional ability and opportunity 
should prefer herself to be buried {In all the 
ancientry and namelessness of the Eliza- 
bethan drama, not to speak of the -monk- 
like seclusion which envelopes her in the 
old morality play “Everyman.” She said: 

“Really, I prefer modern productions, but 
I am a great admirer of Mr. Greet, and I 
considered it an opportunity for me to go 


with him. You see, in England he is one 
of our big men theatrically. He ranks with 
the foremost of English students of Snak- 
speare, and the recent revival of interest ir 
Shakspearean plays here and in England 
has been due to his love of them, perhaps, 
more than to the influence of any other one 
person. 

“Mr. Greet is a great critic and a wonder- 
ful developer cf talent in players. My chief 
regret is tht I Gid not play with him when 
I was younge:-before my style, impres- 
gions and niannerisms had matured. Mrs. 
Pat Campopell, you know, says she owes her 
career to Mr. Greet, and many another 
player feels toward him in that same way. 
He is at once the kindest and severest of 
crities. 

“Faults, faults—always faults! Why 
don’t you tel] me sométhing nice about my 
work once in a while?’ I asked him the 
other day. 

**O, rubbish!’ he said. He cares nothing 
for praise.

“T am one of his devoted followers, They 
are many. In England Mr. Gret is held 
much in popular affection among players 
well.

time when he had 28 companies playing in 
the British isles. so you may guess how 
gentrally he is known.

Of course, I realize that withholding the 
names of the players is not to their ad- 
vantage, and I would not consent to be so 
hidden for long: but I have no thought of 
doing it for any great length of time.

“TI have not always played in Shaks- 
pearean parts. My work has chiefly been 
in-modern dramas until these last two sea- 
sons. Mr. “Greet:was organizing a company 
to produce ‘Kveryman’ in the United States, 
and | was very glad to come with him, 
both for the instruction I would receive 
under his management, and for the oppor- 
tunity it would give me to be among the 
American people, whose selves and whose 
country 1 iove. 

‘To me, California is Italy all over again. 
I love it with all my heart. eW were so 
much made of out there, and had such fine 
experiences, oven playing outdoors in the 
great Greek Theater at San Francisco. I 
am hopeful of going out there again. I 
enjoy St. Louis and Chicago, toq very 
mucn, indeed. St. Louis is one of my fa-

Adriana is no great op- 
portunity, but it served last night to con- 
firm the oft-expressed opinion that Mrs. 
Crawley is one of the finest actresses we 
have seen in St. Louis within recent vears. 
She has a world of personality—so strong, 
in fact, that when she is upon the stage 
she virtually obscures all else. One can 
watch her with that unconscious fascina- 
tion which takes possession of one when 
Leslie Carter is walking the stage.
